THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Sharon  in  the  County 
of  Hillsborough  in  said  State: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Brick  School  House  in 
said  Sharon  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next,  at 
ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

Art.  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  one  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  as  authorized  by  law  approved  April  3,  1945. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  one  or  more  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  amount 
which  shall  be  paid  the  Town  Officers  for  their  services,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations for  the  same. 

Art.  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  committees 
or  officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  cemeteries  for  the  ensuing  year 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  desires  to  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  forest  and  other  fires  in  Sharon. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Budget  Act,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  dollars 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.
